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What the Red Cross Is Doing in Florida | 


The following letter written by Miss | 
| Bertha Bray, executive secretary of the} 
Red Cross in Trenton, N. J., from the Red 
Cross headquarters at West Palm Beach, 
Florida gives an interesting account of the 
relief work being done in that section. Miss 
Bray is the sister of Mrs. Charles W. Henry 

of this town. 
The letter: 
9, 


Sunday, Dec. 1928. 


Dear Stella: 

The best news I’ve had is that you can 
get out doors, away from the house. I have 
intended to write before but am here so little. 
This is the most interesting, difficult and 


strenuous work I have ever done and at 
first I thought I’d have to go right back to 
Trenton. Now I like it and really wonder 
how we all stand the speed. It must be the 
air or something. 


Every morning I have eaten my break- 
fast at the drug store and am ready at 7.15 
to drive from the big headquarters here out 
about eight miles to the district office where 
four of us are stationed. When I arrived 
from Trenton I said I could drive a car 
that is the reason I was sent out in the 
country. I am very much pleased for those 
who work right here in West Palm Beach 
can’t have the same experiences we have. 

We have one stenographer and one car 
so have scheduled time to use each. Our 
district supervisor and I have one day, the 
others two for they do not work as fast as 
we do. I have completed over 100 cases 
since I came in October—more than the 
supervisor who has been here five weeks 
longer, but of course she has some other 
reports to send in to Headquarters in West 
Palm Beach, too. Our office is an old pool 
room—much damaged by the storm—now 
repaired but without glass in the large win- 
dows. At night we close the inside battens. 
The windows are very large and screened 
and the inside shutters are made in folding 
sections. Fortunately it has been very warm 
with the exception of a very few days. I 
have worn my wool coat hardly at all but 
have used my rain coat a good deal—espec- 
ially when I first came down. All of us wear 
cheap voile, short sleeved dresses. We carry 
a thermos bottle and a sandwich as we are 
away from everything and can buy only 
fruit. No water except what a man delivers 
in a big bottle. 

I was quite ill two of the three times I 
was inoculated for typhoid and smallpox 
but continued to work, as every one else 
does. Every one is very kind and friendly. 
There are some very brilliant women here, 
so capable and gracious. [ was given two 
sections to work in at first and as I have 
practically finished these have two more 
assigned to me. Many of the workers who 
were here from the beginning are returning 
to their regular positions and I expect after 
I finish here to be sent to Pahokee on Lake 
Okechobee where 2000 people were drowned 
and where we have workers, living in tents, 
who are not able to do much about rebuilding 
because it is still very wet in the Everglades. 
My district is in Inlet City, Acre Home Park, 
Riviera Heights, and Monroe Heights— all 
except Monroe Heights is in very sparsely 
settled, sandy, and marshy and desolate 
country. Snakes abound but I have seen 
only three poisorous ones,—one a moccasin 
I almost stepped on—but I am very careful. 
Two of my sections are colored and two 
white. They are so out of the way that I 
drive four miles in the opposite direction 
from Monroe Heights bale I cross the 
East Coast R. R. tracks to get there. 

Some of the roads are terrible. In Riviera 
Heights two bridges were demolished and I 
drive through shallow streams and sandy 
rutty roads where trees have fallen and 
debris is scattered everywhere. I don’t 
drive after dark in these places although 
the people are very friendly and appreciative. 

There are four disaster areas in Florida 
now and there is a Director in charge of all 
the operations, under him an area director 
in each of the four areas. I am in area A. 
We do not attempt to replace losses but try 
to meet needs. My work is chiefly building, 
furniture, clothing losses; although I have 
a few house boats aad fisherman boats and 
nets cases. One is on Singer’s Island, where 
Singer of sewing machine fame, started to 
build a hotel which was much damaged. 
The fishermen on this island lost every thing. 
Tomorrow one of them is going to take me 
in a motor boat to look at the wreck of his 
house and boat. It is only a little way across 
Lake Worth which has an inlet to the sea. 
We, case workers, work up @ “14 point 
case” for each family; that is there are 
14 headings which we must follow—resources, 
liabilities, etc. Every statement put in our 
written record must be verified. The legal 
status and description of property, deeds 
read, agreements and contracts seen, equity 
in property verified, taxes, etc. Property 
here is muchinvolved—19 miles ofonesection 
where I am working has been assigned in 
turn to two companies, which failed and 
three banks which failed and now is held and 
probably sold for taxes, mortgages, etc. by a 
Boston firm whose representative I have 
often talked with. The Red Cross will not 
rebuild a house on property which does not 
belong to a claimant or is not being bought 
by him or when there is possibility of fore- 
closure of mortgage. The owner has a con- 
tractor make out estimate for material, then 
comes to me, talks over the house (it can’t 
be any larger than the old one or more 
elaborate), signs certain papers, then our 
building inspector OK’s it. 

Every Friday evening I present my cases 
to the Area Director in West Palm Beach, 
as do we all, some set time, Lam always very 
nervous and anxious but have not had any 
turned back yet. Besides the 14 points 
which must be typed, there are other forms 
which have to be made out for each case, 
I’m sending some of them. The director 
asked me day before yesterday if I would 
drive him around Riviera if he came out. 
There is much more to the work but I just 
wanted to give you a little idea of it, 

Every night we come back to West Palm 
Beach about 7.00 0’clock, change our dresses, 
eat at a restaurant, go to the big office and 
work until eleven. You know this is an 
emergency and people are living in Ary 
tents and we must hurry. Now we shall 
have all our Sundays free and after a while 
not work Saturday evenings. We shall have 
one-half day for Christmas shopping: Christ- 
mas day and New Year's. Today wasinyited 
to drive to the orange grove section, have 
dinner and make a day of it but I never have 
time to write letters or even take @ stitch 
(even if it is Sunday) so I stayed in and did 
my laundry, mended a stocking or two and 
am writing letters. 1 have some pictures 
I'll send sometime. My living quarters are 
very comfortable, food is good but not like 
home. I eat breakfast at a drug store, be- 
cause it is quick, lunch from a thermos 
bottle, and dinner at different places. If I 
zo to Okechobee I'll have to live in a tent. 
The U. S. Government loaned us thousands 
of tents which we in turn loaned to disaster 
victims, About 1000 are still in use and have 
to be returned or paid for by the Red Cross. 
Some of them have been folded up and 
carried away-—never to be seen again! A 
mean trick. They cost $57.00 apiece. I 
took a little five-cent ferry boat across the 
lake, walked across the island to Palm Beach 
this morning early. In a week or two the 
season opens but all was quiet this morning-~

The Administration of Justice

of Justice: 


The National Economic League has just 


taken a nation-wide vote on the subject of | s 


The Administration of Justice, over 1000 
members of its National Council represent- 
ing every state in the Union having taken 
part in the vote. 

Twenty-two main questions have been 
considered. The first relates to the establish- 
ment of permanent State Judicial Councils. 
The duty of these Councils would be to 
study the various branches of the law in 
action, and to make recommendations for 
their improvement. This proposal is favored 
by eight hundred and eighteen of the mem- 
bers, and opposed by one hundred.

Seventy percent of the members are found 
to favor an appointive rather than an elective 
; judiciary, and most of those approving the 
latter, hold that elections should be by means 
of a separate, non-partisan, non-political 
ballot. For appointed judges retirement at 
the age of seventy is generally approved. 
Unification of the judicial system and 
ialized branches of the courts with 
ist judges in the larger cities are over- 
whelmingly favored. More than eighty-five 
percent approve the proposal to give trial 
judges power to sum up the evidence orally, 
and to comment upon its weight and the 
credibility of witnesses. A smaller majority 
is registered for the proposal to allow courts 
of appeal to receive new evidence, to make 
new findings of facts, and to enter final 
judgments based on such evidence or findings. 

Over ninety percent of the Council think 
a defendant in a criminal case should be 
given the right to waive jury trial and be 
tried by the court. Only one-fourth would 
except capital cases, but three-fourths ad- 
vocate three judges for such cases. Three- 
fifths hold that a defendant in a criminal 
case should not be required to take the stand, 
but that comment on his failure to testify 
should be allowed. 

One of the most interesting points in the 
report is that the Council is nearly unani- 
mous in favor of the plan of enabling less 
than twelve of the jury to return a verdict 
in civil cases. For criminal cases the same 
system is upheld by a vote of about three to 
one. Sixty-five percent of the 
would not except capital cases.

to concur to secure a verdict. Most of the 
members voting advise smaller juries in 
| cases of misdemeanors.

Mental capacity of a person to be tried, 
four-fifths of the members believe, should 
should be determined by disinterested ex- 
perts, and the question of irresponsibility 
should be passed upon by the court rather 
than by the jury. 

Higher requirements for admission to the 
Bar are advocated. Six hundred and sixteen 
as against two hundred and twenty-seven 
of the members think that the entire Bar 
of each State should have an official organi- 
zation with compulsory membership, annual 
dues, and powers of self discipline, subject 
to judicial review or appeal. Eight-five per- 
cent of the members believe that two years 
of college work as recommended by the 
American Bar Association be exacted for 
admission to the Bar. A larger percentage 
believe that there should be an examina- 
tion on character and fitness as well as on 
knowledge of rules of law, and that there 
should be educational requirements other 
than knowledge of law. 

Standing legislative counsel to improve 
the technique of law making, greater uni- 
formity in state laws on many subjects, con- 
version of many violations of law now called 
crimes, but punishable only by fines, into 
civil offenses involving liability to the state 
without criminal record also carry majority 
recommendations. State legislation for public 
defenders is favored by a narrow margin, 
and there is an almost equal division of 
opinionm 433 against 428, as to whether 
district attorneys should be appointed or 
elected. 

W hile a majority favor retention of the 
grand jury system, the trend of opinion is 
toward a limitation of grand juries’ atten- 
tion to more serious cases. Seventy percent

Andover Bugaboos versus Facts 


Whether Mrs. Cross writes solely as an 
individual or in her official capacity as the 
member of the School Committee I do not 
know. In any case what she writes is illum- 
inating. For one thing it reveals to the voters 
of Andover that in her plea for a new Junior 
hee School she is determined in every case 

NY her trump-card, confident that his 
and this alone will win the game. This trump- 
card, as I have repeatedly shown, is the 
appeal to fear for our children’s health. This 
fear once awakened is absolutely uncon- 
buerable and will blow into splinters every 
opposing argument. It was this bogy appeal 
to the parents’ fear that drew from our town 
treasury $70,000 for a sewer in Abbott Village 
and $20,000 to carry unneeded water to the 
North School house; it was this appeal to 
fear that scrapped the Richardson School 
building and in its place built the costliest 
school structure in the statte cosing not less 
than $1000 for every pupil’s seat; it was this 
that turned the scale in favor of scrapping 
the Memorial Hall Library, replacing it 
with a $90,000 structure; and it also turned 
the scale in favor of our new High School 
costing $110,000. In each of these cases the 
chief reliance for success was this trumped- 
up menace to our dear children’s health; 
yet in no one case did the facts justify the 
aroused fears. 

Can we wonder, therefore, that an appeal 
of such potency, with such outstanding 
success to its credit, and reinforced, as such 
appeals always are, by the maternal instinct 
and mob sympathy, should be grappled to 
Mrs. Cross’s heart “with hooks of steel” 
and that when she is called upon to champion 
a project involving a change in our entire 
school policy and one calling for an outlay 
of money far in excess of the cost of any 
previous town structure she should summon 
to her aid this all-impelling appeal to our 
ears. This is precisely what she does in both 
of her recent articles. For instance;—Mrs. 
Cross warns us that our children’s lives are 
jeopardized by the in-breathing of poison 
coal-gas. This startling fact she emphasizes. 
Now this statement alone is quite sufficient 
to carry terror into every mother heart. 
Even the miser, who pinches his nickels 
to the print of pain, with this pitiable plight 
of our children thus etched upon his imagina- 
tion, will consent to a higher tax rate 
rather than that any children of Andover 
should be forced slowly to die of poison gas. 
The wonder to many of us is that we get 
no hint of this horrible condition outside 
the pen of Mrs. Cross. There is not the slight- 
est allusion to it in the reports of the Board 
of Health, the school doctor, or the school 
nurse. Doctor Walker even, who is one of the 
School Committee, makes no public mention 
of it. Moreover, this condition has existed 
for at least twenty-five years,—twenty-two 
years within my own recollection—and_ it 
does seem within the realm of probability 
that all of the children that have breathed 
this poison for over two decades one, at 
least, would manifest its dangerous symptoms, 

But granting the danger to be as serious 
as pictured by Mrs. Cross does it therefore 
necessarily follow that the only remedy lies 
in building a $300,000 Junior High School? 
Surely there must be some other way to 
correct this stupid blunder of the original 
builders if such blunder has been made. 

I can well understand Mrs. Cross’s re 
luctance to surrender this appeal for it grips 
the vitals of sympathy as nothing else can. 
The whole reservoir of feeling is awakened 
by it and reason itself is dethroned. 

Mrs. Cross believes Andover to be asleep 
and calls upon her citizens to “awake!” 
But I hasten to assure her that Andover 
is fully awake, too much so to be longer 
buncombed by bugaboos and ghosts. The 
fact is, this health appeal now no longer 
appeals. It has overshot its mark. It has 
been frightfully overworked and is now worn 
to a frazzle. Andover people are becoming 
less and less gullible. Their demand today 
is for facts not fancies. Altogether too long 
has mushy sentiment floated exorbitant 
projects through our town meetings. I, 
therefore, warn those who are determined 
to commit this town to the building of a 
Junior High School that they have recourse 
to facts rather than to bugbears, that they 
come out into the open, spread all their 
plans before us and squarely look in the face 
all the costs involved and achievements 
hoped for. In this way, and only in this way, 
will they merit a respectful hearing. Cer- 
tainly no such respect can be looked for 
so long as this proposition is hidden behind 
the skirts of some minor school needs, nor 
so long as the attempt is made to frighten 
Andover voters by bugaboos.

“Is Any Girl Safe?” and similar offer- 
ings were giving the silent drama a bad 
name. 

Such productions, of course, are 
bound to be used by Canon Chase as 
exhibits when he presents his case to 
Congress and to the people. He will be 
able to say: “Here is the type of ob- 
scenity with which Hollywood is cor- 
rupting the morals of our youth,” and 
there will be an appreciable degree of 
potency in his arguments for a general 
clean-up. 

So Will Hays is having his troubles at 
the moment, but his past record of 
accomplishment indicates that he will 
be able to survive them. 

There are plenty of good and un- 
selfish people who believe that federal 
motion picture censorship is desirable 
and justifiable, and there are plenty of 
equally good and unselfish people who 
believe that official censorship in any 
form whatever is wrong. 

Both opposing factions have, at the 
same time, a sublime faith in human 


The innermost shrines of the movie 
industry are again being disturbed by 
the fearsome agitation of those who 
believe that the United States govern- 
ment should constitute itself official 
censor of all the films produced or im- 
ported within these borders. The shadow 
of federal censorship again lies athwart 
the entire business, from the executive 
offices on Broadway to the studios in 
Hollywood, and it surrounds all movie 
people of all types with a dark and 
clammy pall of gloom. 

In the centre of this new movement 
for governmental control stands the 
stalwart and picturesque figure of that 
embattled churchman, Canon William 
Sheafe Chase, as sincere and as courage- 
ous a reformer as ever stood forth to 
purge this world of its manifold sins and 
wickedness. Canon Chase is always 
heavily involved in any such movement 
as this; not only is he usually the in- 
spirational force behind it, he is also 
actively engaged at the head of the 
shock troops in the most forward line.

He is a scrapper, is the good canon, 
and those who have fought against him 
frequently are not likely to make light 
of his mettle. 

Just at present, Canon Chase is lead- 
ing a crusade for the passage of the 
Hudson bill in Congress. 

This bill is by all odds the most 
radical and most drastic of all the 
censorship bills that have ever come 
up. It provides for a federal motion 
picture commission, which will have 
absolute power to censor motion pic- 
tures of all kinds. 

The commission will be composed of 
the commissioner of. education ex- 
officio and six others (including two 
women) to be appointed by the secretary 
of the interior. These six commissioners 
are to serve for life, which places them 
on an equal plane, in so far as the sacred- 
ness of their position is concerned, with 
the justices of the supreme court. 

The commission will be responsible to 
no one for its actions or for its expenses. 
It will not have to depend on Congress 
in any way for appropriations, and the 
only force that can remove any one of its 
members from active duty is death. The 
President of the United States himself 
will have no power of control over it, 
once it has been established. 

As an opening salvo in his campaign 
for the Hudson bill, Canon Chase called 
together a conference which met in 
Washington last week. It was not, I 
understand, an entirely harmonious 
gathering, there being present a few 
unfriendly individuals who dared sug- 
gest that the Hudson bill is unconstitu- 
tional; but one of Canon Chase’s more 
ardent adherents replied that, if this 
were so, we would have to get a new 
Constitution. 

There was a considerable tendency 
among the pro-censorship group to 
claim that the tremendous victory of 
Mr. Hoover was, in effect, a substantial 
indorsement of the principles for which 
Canon Chase is striving. This strange 
theory was advanced in spite of Mr. 
Hoover's emphatic denunciation of 
governmental meddling, and his plea 
for decentralization, in the speech that 
he made in New York city in the closing 
weeks of the late campaign. . 

While Will H. Hays is girding up his 
loins to combat the doughty Canon 
Chase, he is being seriously harassed 
by unruly and treasonous elements in 
his own army. The wild-cat, fly-by-night 


nature and a profound contempt for 
human nature. 

Those who plead for governmental 
censorship do so because they believe 
that men, women and children must be 
forcibly protected from the dirt which, 
in their sinfulness, they would be glad 
to absorb; they also believe that it 
would be possible to find six persons 
who are so far above all common sin and 
ignorance as to be endowed with divine 
purity and wisdom. 

Those who oppose censorship do so 
because they believe that the public is 
qualified to protect itself from evil and 
that it will, in the long run, reject that 
which is bad and accept only that 
which is good; they also believe that it 
would be utterly impossible for the 
secretary of the interior or any one else 
to select six persons who are qualified to 
regulate the morals of their fellow men. 

Unfortunately, this question will not 
be settled by the unselfish people. It 
will be settled by the politicians, who 
will be concerned only with that side 
of the bread on which there is the max- 
imum amount of butter. 

The fight of censorship will not be 
an edifying spectacle. It will resolve 
itself, as these things always do, into a 
battle of lobbyists; and the public, 
whose interests are at stake, will have 
no part in it.

This statement was made by Mrs 
Isa Maul Ilsen, director of musie¢ for 
the National Association for Musie¢ in 
Hospitals which arranges thousands 
of ward concerts all over the country 
For 80 years Mrs. LIlsen has studied 
the effects of music on the sick. 

“Physicians admit they are finding 
music an invaluable aid in curing pu 
tients,” she said. 

“A Spaniard, suffering from sleep 
Ing sickness and given up as hopeless 
by physicians, had his first flicker of 
consciousness when some of his nu 
tive countrymen sung their songs and 
clicked their custanets at his bedside 

“Musie stimulates lagging appetites 
It quiets nerves. Mental cases have 
found peace listening to a beautiful 
voice or a soothing harp, 

“But it must be the right kind of 
music. The wrong kind is fatal. Mua 
sie that might ald a lung case might 
send a nervous prostration Invalid into 
hysterics. Moody and depressed pi 
tients need still another musical treat 
ment. 

“Therefore, | feel that the programs 
given in hospitals should be scientific 
ically planned. ‘Those arranging them 
need careful training, Just as doctors 


and nurses do. Music for the sick 
should be considered in a category 


with medicine, and the kind of dose 
and the amount should be regulated.”

BUSINESS AND FINANCIAL PROS- 
PECTS FOR 1929 
Roger W. Babson Optimistic on the 
New Year 

In a special interview with Roger W. 
Babson he says the country is fundamentally 
all right; the political situation is encouraging 
to good business which should continue at 
favorable levels; but that 1929 will be no 
time for indiscriminate buying of securities. 
There should, however, be opportunities for 
carefully selected purchases. His complete 
statement follows: 

Babson Park, Massachusetts, December 
28, 1928. 

Well, we have had a ‘Hoover Election” 
and a “Hoover stock boom” and a wild 
stock crash. That ought to be enough for any 
excitable American in a few months’ time. 
That the business outlook is good is pretty 
generally agreed, but that the outlook is as 
satisfactory as the November stock boom 
suggested, is ridiculous to assert. 

It is an axiom that a fair degree of pros- 
perity under one administration will be more 
easily followed by continued prosperity if the 
rolitical complexion of the governing body 
is unchanged. The Coolidge regime has been 
on the whole successful, and I believe Mr. 
Hoover will bring forward very progressive 
ideas and build solidly on the foundation of 
his predecessor. We will place in the White 
House next March an engineer and not a 
politician. We will bring to the administra- 
tion of the nation’s business for the next four 
years the scientific knowledge of one of the 
best administrative experts in the world. 
Every section of the country will receive 
equal consideration and all groups fair 
treatment. 

I am convinced that Herbert Hoover will 
make a strenuous effort to help agriculture 
during 1929, He has a brilliant mind and is a 
very hard worker. He will take his job very 
seriously—especially so, knowing that he is 
coming into office during the flood tide of 
prosperity and cannot depend upon the law 
of action and reaction to make him a great 
president. He must make a place for himself 
in history even against this great law. But he 
knows all this, and forewarned should be 
forearmed. Another thing, he knows that 
the farmers of the country will not forever 
trust the promises of Republican politicians. 

It has always been said that a party plat- 
form is much like a street car platform “‘of 
use only to get in on!’ Whether or not this 
has been the case in the past, Herbert Hoover 
will not so consider it. He will make a serious 
and sane effort to make 1929 a year of real 
prosperity. Moreover, with the good party 
majorities which he will have in both the 
House and the Senate, he will have support 
for his plans and appropriations. 

I am especially optimistic for the West and 
the South during 1929. Other Republican 
administrations have not worried much 
about the South because of its 100 percent

Commodity Prices Should Strengthen 


As I have stated, the present condition of 
the country, except for an inflated stock 
market, is fundamentally healthy, and I look 
to see the first half of 1929 reflect business 
which will compare favorably with the first 
half of 1928. This generally good business 
argues for a temporary move upward in gen- 
eral commodity prices during the carly 
months of 1929, Later, the general trend 
should bring prices down to 1928 levels. I 
look for no marked inflation—only a short 
upswing. This would come from the reluc- 
tance on the part of manufacturers and mer- 
chants to order goods last fall because of 

residential fears. The probabilities are, 
Lacever that after this buying has spent its 
force, we will get back to about the same 
prices as have ruled throughout 1928. 


More Even Distribution of Prosperity 


Sales territories in 1929 should have a 
more even distribution of prosperity than 
heretofore, Optimism in the important farm 
ing sections should make itself felt as actual 
conditions improve upon the fulfillment of 
Mr. Hoover's pre-election promises. Certain 
industrial sections will also be good prospects 
as long as business continues active. Specific 
lines of activity will be assured of support by 
the new administration and should offer good 
sales possibilities. That is, some industrials 
will benefit especially and will be looked upon 
with Recinniis favor by the Republican 
Party. I advise merchandisers to keep in 
touch with Washington policies and shape 
their sales campaigns with an eye to the 
trends which prevail from that quarter. 


Employment Should Be Satisfactory 


Good business rests primarily on the fact 
that our millions of workers are well em- 
plored: although workers are constantly 
eing released as automatic machines and 
efficiency projects enter. I do not, however, 
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fear for the employment situation in 1929, 
There is reason to anticipate that in 1929 
aggregate payrolls will reach a somewhat 
higher level than at the present rate. I do 
not believe that wages per worker are due for 
much increase and there may be some sagging 
in rates during the year, although severe 
readjustments are not likely to occur. 

The announcement of President-elect 
Hoover's tentative plan for a three billion 
dollar unemployment reserve which would 
serve as a buffer against times of over-pro- 
duction and surplus labor supply has stirred 
up considerable interest. The proposal was 
first brought up at the Conference of Govern- 
ors which was held in New Orleans while the 
American Federation of Labor Convention 
was in session. It embodies principles for 
which the Federation has been fighting for 
years and consequently the plan was received 
by the delegates with enthusiasm. 

It is one thing, of course, to endorse a 
general plan such as is embraced by this 
unemployment reserve. It is an entirely 
different proposition to carry the project out 
in a detailed and scientific manner. I do not 
believe, however, that Mr. Hoover permitted 
the public announcement of the proposition 
unless he has determined to act definitely 
to promote industrial stability and relieve 
unemployment by accumulating a reserve 
of funds for public construction. 


Automobile Outlook 

The first part of 1929 should see the auto- 
mobile industry speeding along in high gear. 
The leaders in 1928 will not necessarily be 
the leaders in 1929. Ford is coming in for a 
big volume of business, which means that to 
a certain extent he must take it away from 
other companies. With Chevrolet climbing 
a peg to the six-cylinder class, Ford has 
virtual control over the whole four-cylinder 
field. The problems of the industry, however, 
will be greatly magnified next year. Compe- 
tition has been stepped up now to include 
the small hechiindes lines, of which there 
are many. A serious price war is in the mak- 
ing and will involve a larger group of manu- 
facturers than at any time in the past.

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Stock Market Outlook 


As to stocks, the one who presumes to give 
an opinion on the market is considered 
“crazy”, like the market itself. We must, 
however, remember that action of the few 
volatile leaders in the market has been 
entirely different from the balance of the 
1000 or more issues on the Exchange. The 
action of these leaders has been more q 
“state of mind” than anything else. America 
is for the first time being really sold to 
Americans, and there were not enough 
shares of the popular issues to go around. 


Under these influences the small floating 
supply of the leaders creates a situation where 
they skyrocket upwards. As soon, however 
as buying for any reason slackens they drop 
faster than they went up—a fact which 
investment amateurs very emphatically 
discovered about a month ago. I believe this 
process will be repeated from now on, as fast 
as stocks are over-boomed. 

It is an Nig question, however, whether 
the so-called Dow-Jones averages will soon 
soar to the heights of the ‘ Hoover-Election 
Boom”. It is safe to say that Congress is not 
pleased with such insane speculation; 
neither are the wisest and most influentia 
financial men. I know it is popular to say 
that we are in a new era, that yields on 
stocks are going to be much lower than we 
have been accustomed to, and that the com- 
ing years are going to be a golden age for the 
United States. Still you cannot make a 
stock go up forever without proper earnings, 
and even granting that the United States is 
a great success, there is ample opportunity 
for some disappointing periods before this 
“golden age” is completed.

The early prospects, I say, for the motor 
industry are right. The used car market is 
not clogged and expert trade should continue 
in good volume. Still, as 1929 advances, the 
supply of used cars may become quite 
burdensome. As I see it, a still larger propor- 
tion of sales will be concentrated in the 
hands of the biggest units. This trend may 
force more mergers or squeeze out some of 
the independents. Sooner or later, profit 
margins except for the favored few, must 
dwindle. Too many have concluded that a 
company is in a good position because the 
industry as a whole is going ahead. Perhaps 
only a few automobile companies out of the 
total will make good profits in 1929! 


Building Outlook 


What about the building industry, which 
in the last few years has played such a vital 
part in our economic life? I believe this 
industry should continue at fairly high levels 
through the first part of 1929. However, 
many sections are facttig an overbuilt situa- 
tion which will act as a definite check upon 
extensive speculative building. New building 
started in the spring of 1929 is expected to 
show a decline, with some slowing up in 
building operations later in the year. Further 
marked expansion will be delayed until 
building wages and other factors are more 
favorably adjusted. 

The outlook, however, is by no means 
identical for all classes of building and con- 
struction. Residential building, in the mod- 
erate price and the non-speculative field 
should show considerable activity. There are

few indications of curtailment in public 
works.’ In fact, if there should develop a 
marked falling off in the building industry as 
a whole, there is the probability that public 
projects could be released in substantial 
volume. Mr. Hoover, as I have said, is 
thought to favor an effort to use public 
building programs as an economic stabilizer. 
The recent proposals looking toward this end 
have given new significance to the building 
and construction activities of Federal, state 
and municipal governments. We can un- 
doubtedly turn to this quarter with increased 
assurance if there should come a need for 
taking up the slack in other branches of the 
industry. 


Metal Outlook 


The outlook for the metals is mixed. The 
iron and steel industry is in a much more 
favorable position than a year ago. True, 
demand factors are shifting somewhat, but 
a steady level of production is indicated at 
least through the first part of 1929. In this 
connection it is important to follow the auto- 
mobile industry most closely. Ambitious 
production plans are under way and the 
demand from automobile manufacturers for 
steel should be heavy. 

Large amounts of steel will be required by 
the agricultural implement, building and 
machinery industries. Demand from the oil 
industry is expected to improve, and some day 
the railroads are going to buy equipment ona 
larger scale. Cooper, after its sharp rise, is 
expected to hold steady near present prices 
for a while, Production is on the increase and 
in time should catch up with demand. Un- 
doubtedly copper producers will endeavor 
to keep the market steady, as present prices 

ive them a satisfactory margin of profit. 

ow cost copper companies will surely make 
money this year and I believe stocks of such 
companies may well be retained. 


Trend Toward Easier Money 


A survey of all these factors, suggests that 
as the year goes on there will be a trend 
toward easier money. Although rates later 
in 1929 will probably not subside to the 
evels experienced in the summer of 1927, 
nevertheless, there is the prospect that rates 
will become somewhat easier. Looking at 
the near future, it appears hardly probable 
that money rates will be greatly affected by 
gold movements as these will probably be of 
relatively moderate volume. On the other 
hand, some observers anticipate that the 
Federal Reserve Board will tend to become 
an increasing factor in the financial situation 
and will more aggressively seek to exercise 
control. At all events, during 1929 there will 
be a tendency to favor business loans at 
lower rates and to discountenance excessive 
stock market loans. 


Bond Market Should Improve 


Because of the prospects for somewhat 
more ease in money in 1929, the sentiment 
in favor of bonds is likely to improve during 
the coming months. The downward tendency 
,in prices that has been experienced should 
| give way to a sidewise trend for the list as a 

whole, The prospect is for an improvement 
over current conditions. This does not mean 
that there will not beneedfor most discrimin- 
ating care in choosing issues. In fact, never 
efore in financial history has there been such 
necessity for carefulness. The present is an

attractive purchases in the bond lists, but

Even in the 
December crash certain good power stocks 
for instance, advanced, and afterward sold 
higher than they ever did before. I am still 
more attracted to good power issues than 
most other groups. I do not mean by this, 
that practically all stocks will not decline 
when the general market is weak. They will 
certainly decline somewhat. 

What I wish to emphasize is that there is 
no excuse for some of the crazy speculation 
we have seen, and it is to be ho that it 
will not be repeated in 1929. The country 
itself is all right. The political situation is 
encouraging. If the people will stop trying 
to make a gigantic soap bubble out of the 
stock market, legitimate investment will be 
good this coming year and general business 
will continue at favorable levels.

This is true Grange work, but should 
not take the place of regular Grange sessions. 
If the group want demonstrations illustrating 
their work, these may be arranged for. If at 
any time the Lecturer wants the work of this 
committee reported in the regular program, 
Mr. Smith will gladly tell where slides, reels 
and speakers may be obtained 

The Committee on Domestic Science can 
get in touch with Miss Marion Crawford, the 
Home Demonstration Agent, and arrange 
for courses in nutrition and other subjects 
interesting to women. 

If there are workers outside of the Grange 
doing this work, these committees should 
co-operate with them, but where there are 
none, then the Grange, as the only agricul- 
tural organization in the county, should 
sponsor this work.
